It was the first 
time Lindbergh had flown in this 
type of plane; yet he made a per- 
| fect ascent and landing, winning the 
| admiration of everyone who watch- 
ed him. 

Amazes French Experts. 

It was the first time he had been 
aloft since he arrived from New 
York and he seemed absolutely like 
a boy at play—happy both over the 
pleasure of flying and at getting a 
little respite from formalities and 
_attention by crowds. 

Pilot Lindbergh displayed hig re- 
markable familiarity with aircraft 
when the airdome officers began 
showing him the mechanism and 
controls of the French plane. He 
needed little explanation and took 
off, handling the machine as if he 
had spent his life in this new 
model, which he had never seen 
before. 

During his air stunts over the 
military field before landing, he 
surprised the group of experts 
watching him. Some commented 
that his acrobatics, and aerial flip- 
flops were frightening in their 
daring. 

After landing, Lindbergh went te 

his own monoplane to make a care- 
ful inspection and give some sug- 
gestions to the mechanics getting 
| it in shape for tomorrow's trip te 
| Brusseis. 
Capt. Lindbergh went to La 
Bourget in an American embassy 
car, accompanied by Brigadier. 
General W. W. Harris, military at- 
tache. 

During his flight today Lind- 
| burgh violated the city ordinances

in another monoplane and at any

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

AM particularly pleased at your edi- 

torial condemnation of the Bragga- 
docio outrage because I that 
you would condemn it in your editorial 
columns.

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CITIES OF THE FUTURE. 


What part of America is most likely to contain 
the great cities of the future, is the question pro- 
pounded and answered in an article in the June issue 
of the American Magazine, by Dr. J. Russell Smith, 
head of the Department of Economic Geography at 
Columbia University. Does Dr. Smith think it will 
be the palmettoed paradise of millionaires which 
has recently been boomed so magnificently, or does 
he believe it will be the land of vineyards and movies 
which is so boastful about its perfect climate? He 
refuses to champion either. The great American 
cities of the future, he declares, will be in the North- 
west. 

His reasons for thinking this are two. The climate 
of the Northwest agrees with the ideal for physical 
and mental workers established by the observations 
of Dr. Ellsworth Huntington. But quite as impor- 
tant a reason why the cities of this section must be- 
come larger than those of other parts of the country 
is the certainty—according to Dr. Smith—that the 
latter have about reached their limit of growth and 
must soon become static. 

Here, it seems to us, the prophet goes far astray 
through a desire to cast into the discard every city 
outside his own chosen land. In order to do this, 
he has to disregard salient facts about the history of 
some of the present large cities. St. Louis, for m- 
stance, is said by him to have been built up largely 
as the result of special railroad advantages, whereas 
even he must know that its location on the greatest 
river of the country caused it to be a commercial 
center before the appearance of the railroad. 


By disregarding our history so carelessly, Dr. 
‘Smith causes us to hope that perhaps his gift .of 
prophecy is likewise not perfect. Perhaps the very 
fact about the history of St. Louis which he disre- 
‘gards—namely, the transportation aspect of the great

POLITICAL CHURCHES, 
From the New York World. 
HE inquiry which the Church Temper- 


ance Society is making among some 
6000 Protestant Episcopal ‘Bishops and 
clergy is not yet completed. But the im- 
portance of the issue raised by this church 
society is undeniable. It is an issue that {is 
greater than prohibition—namely, whether 
the Protestant churches will continue’ to 
rely upon the power of the law to carry 
out their moral precepts. 

For one of the really serious evils of pro- 
hibition is that -it has brought the evangeli- 
cal churches into politics, has turned large 
numbers of pulpits into hustings and made 
lobbyists out of so many ministers. But 
more than all this; it has identified much 
of the moral prestige of the churches with 
the success of a highly doubtful political 
experiment. So closely have the interests 
of the churches become entangled with the 
politics of prohibition that a real or even 
modification of the law would almost be 
regarded as a defeat for the churches, 

This is fantastic and dangerous. The 
prestige of the churches ought to be no 
more involved with the success of a law 
to regulate the liquor trade than with a 
law to regulate any other trade. The 
churches are concerned with the abuse of 
liquor as they are concerned with any other 
abuse which affects the character of men. 
But they are not concerned,*or rather they 
ought not to be concerned, with the Vol- 
stead act, rum runners, coast guards, jobs 
in the Treasury, industrial alcohol, doctors 
prescriptions and all the rest of the con- 
crete difficulties which have arisen under 
the eighteenth amendment. 

This entanglement of the churches in a 
political question not only diverts much of 
their attention from the cure of souls but 
it taints them with a kind of worldliness 
which has always been dangerous to 
churches. They have in fact sought and ob- 
tained temporal power; they have effectu- 
ated a partial union of church and state. 
That is not very good for the State, but is 
even worse for the church. 


FREE SPEECH UPHELD. 

From the St. Paul Dispatch. 

N echo of an attempt about a year ago 

of a District Court Judge in Mississippi 
to muzzle the press in reporting testimony 
at a criminal trial is heard in the attempt 
of a New Orleans attorney to have the Court 
forbid publication in the newspapers of 
certain testimony at the ouster trial of a 
prominent Louisiana office holder. The 
Court’s answer tothe New Orleans attorney 
was prompt and to the point. He said: “I 
understand the newspapers have the right 
to publish a fair account of what happens 
here, and I am not aware that I can forbid 
them to report on what happens here.” 

In the Mississippi case the Judge threat- 
ened to imprison for contempt of court any 
newspaper man who published testimony in 
any newspaper having circulation in the 
county. The testimony was published, how- 
ever, and the threat was never carried out. 
In both cases the purpose was to avoid 
what it was deemed might be prejudicial to 
a fair trial. But above and beyond such a 
contention was involved the constitutional 
right of freedom of the press. What the 
Mississippi Judge and the New Orleans at- 
torney sought was a kind of star chamber 
gession. 

The retreat of the Mississipp! jurist and 
the prompt refusal of the New Orleans 


Judge to attempt to impose unreasonable 
restrictions upon the printing of legitimate 
news are simply the recognition of the fun- 
damental principle of free speech as set 
forth in the Constitution of the United 
States.
